Two-Fatled Worm Found In Ditch; 
Acquired By Science Department

‘‘Beware, take care of the green-' 
eyed dragon with the 13 tails.” 

But don’t be too frightened as 
the subject of this discourse is only 
a two-tailed worm recently ac- 
quired by the jaysee science de- 
partment. The particular worm in 
question was found in a drainage 
ditch at Delhi road and Main street 
and is a member of the fresh anne- 
lids family. 

Jack Shanafelt, local laboratory 
assistant, states that although 
worms are very easily grafted, this 
annelid is a freak. Both tails of the 
creature are as long as is the head 
region. In order to get food this 
particular species waves about one- 
third of its body in the water. 

When relaxed the worm is about 
two and one-half or three inches in

length and as large around as a 
straight pin, but when the worm is 


stretched in length it’s width is al- 
most as thin as a thread. 


Life would be quite a problem 
for even a 138-tailed dragon with 
green eyes, but imagine the plight 
of a two-tailed worm which is 
forced to live in a drainage ditch, 
and worse than that on the corner 
of Delhi and Main. Such is a worm’s 
life, but some day the worm may 
turn and then what will happen? 


The worm was fed a liquid by the 
local scientists which made his 
body transparent so he could be 
studied. Shanafelt said the inter- 
nal structure appeared to be quite 
different from that of a normal 
worm.

For Suecess In Semester’s Exams

“It is of particular importance, 
especially since examinations are 
just around the corner, that stu- 
dents practice good health habits. 
The wrong kind of breakfast may 
mean the wrong kind of grade.” 
Thus advises Dr. Byron F. Mock, 
school physician. 

“A two year survey in the high 
school showed that students, who 
came to school with little or no 
breakfast at all, are not up to 
standard in grades and do more 
complaining than those who eat a 
hearty breakfast,’’ Dr. Mock stated. 

“During the morning their bod- 
ies use up the stored energy and 
they are subject to headaches and 


colds. This condition is found par- 
ticularly with girls, who are afraid 
of over eating,” he continued. 

Students eat the right meals at 
the wrong time. A light breakfast 
usually leaves the body weakened 
by noon. Then a heavy lunch to 
satisfy the starved body means 
sluggishness in the afternoon. 

Dr. Mock does not advise late 
hours of studying, although many 
students, because of work during 
the day, have no choice in this mat- 
ter. 

“If students will only watch their 
diet and try to get the right amount 
of sleep, they will find school work 


much easier,”’ Dr. Mock concluded.
